THE LATE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL. 



No ono could have regretted mora than 
ourselves the necessity of a change in 
the Prinoipalship of the High Sohool; 
and it -was in no spirit of hostility to- 
wards Mr. Popftthat our artiole of 1 riday 
was published. In referring to the cir- 
cumstances that led to the closing cf the 
school our readers will sustain us when 
we Bay that we did so in the most delicate 
manner possiblo. We even disregarded 
the Addisonian advice to call a "spado a 
spade" and referred to an unfortunate 
liabit of the lato Principal as a "weakness 
when it should moro properly have been 
termed a vice. Tho public Bchools are a 
hQavy tax on the Province. Thoy absorb 
about ono-niuth of the revenue propor. 
Certain officers are appointed to conduct 
the schools and there iB a Board of Educa- 
tion whose duty it iB to seo that those 
officers faithfully disoharge . tho duty as- 
signed them. For some months past 
oharges havo been freely made against 
Mr. Pope's habits by pupils and parents. 
Those obarge3 havo at length como bofore 
the Board of Education for examination, 
and the result has been the closing of tho 
school and Mr. Popo's resignation. In 
meroy to Mr. Popo it would havo been 
well had tho mattor thero rested. Wo 
bolievo that had his feelings beon con- 
sulted bucIi is tho course ho would have 
sueceatad. But, unfortunately , Mr. Popo 
has an indisoroet friond. That frioud 
having access to tho Standard's columns on 
Thursday published un articlo in vindica- 
tion of Mr. Popo, -which was so iucorroot 
—if not absolutely untruthful— that sil- 
enco would kavo rondorod the Board 
of Education liablo to be hold up to pub- 
lio censuro for having taken into consid- 
eration the complaint of a number of 
highly respoctablo parents whoso children 
attend tho High School. Tho complaint 
of those parents was .surely entitled to 
attention. It involved gravo charges 
againBt Mr. Pope's oharaotor as a toaoher 
and a gentloman. Wo aro eorry to auy 
that thoso charges havo not only not beon 
disproved, but that tho parents who pre- 
ferred them aro, under the thin cover of a 
personal attaok on tho editor of ttm paper 
and Mr. Jessop, donounced as libollors 
in yesterday's Standard. Not a word has 
appeared in The Colonist on the subject 
of the High Sohool and its lato Principal 
that is not susceptiblo of amplest proof; 
and the Board of Education owe 
it to themselves and tho public, who 
contribute nearly 850,000 a year to scouro 
an effioient educational establishment, to 
publish tho ovidenco and their conclu- 
sions thereupon. Further consideration 
for Mr. Pope's feolings would bo wastod, 
since oomplaining parents and pupils and 
tho Board havo beon "so foully assailed 
in a publio p rint."

A Clear Statement. 

Editob Colonist: — As several commu- 
nications havo appeared in youi- columnB 
misrepresenting the facts connected with 
the §20,000 loan, permit me to sot your 
correspondents right as to its nature. Tho 
by-law will not increase taxation. Thoro 
is now a tax of 1 per cent, on real estate, 
ono tenth of whioh is appropriated 
to oreate a sinking fund and pay interest 
on §20,000 worth of debentures issued 
under the by-law of 1877. Tho remaining 
nine-tenths of one per cent, are applied 
to tho ordinary purposos of tho Corpora- 
tion. The new by-law, in tho ovont of 
its being ratifiod, will reduce tho amount 
applicablo to ordinary purposos to eight- 
tenths (boo section 6), tho difference— 
one tenth of ono per cent.— being applied 
to tho creation of a sinking fund, etc., for 
tho now proposed debentures. Tho total 
tax on real estate now is pno per cent., 
made upas follows; —

Eeligitfns Service in the Gaol. 

Editor Colonist:— My attention has 
been called to your report in this week's 
paper of tho Grand Jury having found 
fault with the way in whioh tho Ohuroh 
of England conductod her service in Vic- 
toria gaol— a report whioh has had the 
effect of thoso services being forbiddon by 
the gaol authorities, so I gather from re- 
ceiving back the hymn and chant books 
whioh I bought for use there. Surely 
thoy have been acting ultra vires and en- 
tirely under a wrong idea. Their ground 
of complaint seoma to be that men were 
forctd to go to a service which did not 
agree with their early training. Judging 
from the effects of that early training this 
would not seem to bo a thing to bo object- 
ed to. But that thoy were forced to go is 
utterly false. Attendance on tho service 
while I was thero, from 13th Jan.; 1876, 
to July, 1877, and I believe always was, 
entirely voluntary . No compzdsioii of any 
sort was itsed, not even bribery, for I al- 
ways made a point of treating all men 
alike whether they crime to service or not, 
For I bolievo 14 years our churoh.and she 
alone, (as far as ministers are concerned) 
has constantly held a weekly service in 
the gaol besides visiting, at other times, 
unauthorised, unthanked and unpaid by 
tho Grand Jury or any one else, a service 
which has beon attonded by persons of 
various nations-English.Irish and Scotch- 
men Scandinavians, Germans, Holland- 
ers Frenohmon, Spaniards. Portuguese, 
Eu'ssians, Fins, Italians, colored poople, 
Indians, half-breed and Chinese, By 
mombers of almost all churches— English, 
Irish. Scotoh, Swedish, American Epis- 
copal, French, Spanish, Italian, Russian, 
Greek.Lutherans.Calvinist.Presbvterian, 
Oontrregationalista.Shakers and Mormons.

A BYLAW 

To enable the Corporation of tho city 
of Victoria to raise tho sum of 
S2O.O00 for the purposes therein 
set forth. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
tho Corporation of tha City of Victoria 
has resolved to raise tho sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
standing liabilities of the said Council. 

And whereas it will requiro tho sum cf 
§2012 to bo raised annually by special 
ruto for tho payment of tbo said dobt and 
interest as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas tbo amount of tho whole 
rateablo property of tho said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment Roll being for the 
year 1878 was $2,49<i,500, irrespective of 
any f utaro increase of tho rateable proper- 
ty of tho Municipality and of nny income 
in tho nature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from the work, and also irrespective of 
any income from tho temporary invest- 
ments of tho sinking fund or of any part 
thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
for paying tho said principal sum of §20,- 
000 and interest as hereinafter mentioned 
it will require an equal annual special 
rate of one-tenth of ono por cent, on tho 
dollar. 

Bo it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Council of tho Co r P ora tion of tho 
City ot Victoria, 

, \. That it shall bo lawful for tho Mayor 
of tho City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate who may be willing to advanco 
tho same upon the credit of the doben- 
tureB hereinafter mentioned 9> sum of 
money not exceeding in tho whole the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars (020,000) , 
and cruso the same to bo paid into tho 
hands of tho Treasurer of tho said Corpo- 
ration for the purpose and with tho object 
above-reoitecl. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to bo mado for such sums of money as may 
bo required not lets than one hundred 
dollars each ($100) each and that the said 
debentures shall bo sealed with the seal 
of tho said Corporation of the City of 
Viotoria and be signed by the said Mayor. 

3. That the said debentures shall bo 
made payable in twenty years at furthest 
from the day hereinafter mentioned for 
this Bylaw to take effect at the office of the 
Treasurer of the Corporation of tho said 
City of Viotoria, and Bhall have attached 
to thorn cupons for tho payment of the 
interest. 

4. That the said debentures shall bear 
interest at and aftoi tbo rato of seven per 
cent, per annum from the dato thereof, 
whioh interest shall be payable half-yearly 
at the office of the TreasHrer of the Muni- 
cipality. 

5. That for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
dobonturos and tho interest at tho rate 
aforesaid to becomo due thereon, an equal 
speoial rato of one-tenth of one cent on 
the dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates bo raised, levied and collected in 
eaoh year upon all rateable' property in 
the said Municipality during the contin- 
uance of tha said debentures or any of 
thorn. 

6. Clause two of the. Viotoria Revenue 
By-Law, 1875, as amended by the "Water 
Works Debenture and Rovenue By-Law 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," iB hereby 
further amended by striking out tho words 
"nine-tenths" and substituting tho words 
"oight-tenths.'' 

7. It shall be lawful for the said Muni- 
cipal Council from time to time to re: 
purchaso any of the said debentures and 
such debentures shall be exprossod as to 
entitle the said Council to redeem and 
purchaso the same on paying the amount

ARRIVAL OF THE BARK QUICK: 
STEP. 

She brings 355 Chinamen from Hong- 
kong— Landing of the Enemy. 

Tho bark Quickstep, Captain Barnaby, 
48 days from Hongkong, arrived iu Royal 
Boads early yesterday morning and was 
hauled alongside Bhodos & Go's wharf 
last evening by the steamer Etta "White. 
She brings 400 tons of goneral merchan- 
dise for Chinese firms in this city and 355 
Celestials as passengers. During her voy- 
age bIio experienced hoavy head winds; 
but completed the trip without any inci- 
dent worthy of montion. She spoke no 
vessel of noto and the health of her pas- 
sengers was good throughout. On the 
arrival of tho vessel alongside the wharf 
a large concourse of people assembled to 
witness the landing of tho Chinamen, and 
as their presence is not dosirable in our 
midst tho welcome they received was not 
of the most flattering naturo Notwith- 
standing the large number of citizens in 
attendance and the comments panssd de- 
rogatory to Ghinamon as a olaas, the new 
arrivals encountered no violence. They 
were searched on board tho vessel by 
Customs House officers -before they were 
permitted to land, and in several instances 
contraband artiolos wore seized. The 
Ohinoae firm to whom tho vessel is con- 
signed asserts that the passengers come to 
this country entirely on their own respon- 
sibility with the hope of obtaining em- 
ployment. Tho majority of them, it is 
stated, will proceed to Cassiar and Cari- 
boo, whilst others will remain in tho oity, 
depreciate the valuojof labor.make a little 
money, and in the ordinary course of af- 
fairs return with iheir accumulated 
wealth to China. Had theeo 355 Chinamen 
landed in Queensland yesterday instead 
of British Columbia a tax of $50 per head 
Would have been collected on ovoryone of 
them! What an acceptable addition to 
the revenue of this country 817,750 would 
havo proved in this particular instance ? 

A Heartless Case. 

Detective Johu, of tho San Franoisoo 
detoctivo forco, arrived hero yesterday 
from Puget Sound with a young man 
named P. B. Graham in custody charged 
with embezzlement. Tho allege'd circum- 
stances of the cn»o arc peculiarly heartless. 
It would appear that the prisoner, who 
held office in San Tranche j under the 
the order of Odd Fellows, was acquainted 
in that city with a family of good stand- 
ing. The head of tho ' family was taken 
Biok and died, leaving a widow and several 
children behind him. After the sad 
bereavement the 'prisoner continued to 
visit tho family, and reposing confidence 
in him from tho fact of his holding a 
position of trust in tho I. O. O. P., tho 
widow placed a small quantity of mining 
sfcqok in his hinds for salo. It was tho 
last hope she bad of realizing sufficient 
moans to support her family for the time- 
being and she parted with the stook in 
fond expectation of adding to her little 
store of worldly goods. It is alleged the 
prisoner took the stock, sold it for some 
8300, and from tho date of tho transaction 
was never heard of until information was 
received that be had absconded to Wash- 
ington Territory. Tho machinery of tho 
law was sot in motion at the instigation of 
the Odd Fellows and the result thereof is 
that Detective Jehu will takothe prisonor 
to San Francisco where ho will bo placed 
on his trial for embezzlement. Graham 
admits the defalcation and pleads^heol'd,, 
qld atqry— was in&uqed to take a hand at 
poker with several of his boon com- 
panions, lost the widow's mite and fled 
the oountry to escape a dishonored name.

Charles Wilkins said that yesterday 
afternoon he saw Ah Lay carrying four or 
five bottles of gin undor his jacket; saw 
him speak to the Indian Petei; watched 
and saw the Indian go down to Sproat's 
wharf, the prisoner following him; saw 
the Chinaman give a bottle of gin to the 
Indian; came back and saw Officer 
Higgins near Mr. Ehodes'; told him what 
had happened; tho officer and witness 
wont off to tako tho bottle* from tbe In- 
dian, but just boforo reaching him saw 
tho bottle roll down the rook and break; 
on going along Store street saw tho pria- 
onor turning up Fisgard streot; followed 
him and saw him again on Cormorant 
street; when the prisoner saw witness he 
ran up to Kwong Leo's houses and across 
to Masonio Hall, whore witness caught 
him and handed him over to the police. 

His Honor said that as the prisoner 
had several times been convicted of 
whiBkey selling he would fine him $50 
and thiee months' imprisonment with 
hard labor, and ia default of the payment 
of the fine three months' additional im- 
prisonment with harcruabor.

EUBOPE. 
Bhblin, June 6. — The recent defeat of 
tbe Government anti-Socialistic bill 
the Biohstag was the source of great 
chagrin in tho Court and Cabinet, and 
they will be glad to take advantage of the 
new solution croated by Nobeling's 
crime to reverse it. It is expeotod there 
will an extraordinary session of Parlia- 
ment. 

Although exaggerated reports of tho 
oritical oondition of the emperor wore 
expressed and the publio warned against 
them, they were so persistently circulat- 
ed by quasi Govorumont organs as to 
oreate a suspicion that they were en- 
couraged and couutiuanced by theauthori- 
ties for the purpose of manufacturing 
popular opinion ia favor of repressive 
measures. 

At a Cabinet Oounoil the Crown Prinoe 
presiding, yostorday tho suggestion found 
favor tha European representatives in 
the Berlin Congress considering the dang- 
ers threatening society from Socialism, the 
sale of Nobeling's photographs or their 
expoauro in the shop windows is prohib 
itod. 

Paris, June 6.— Count Aohillo Barog 
nay de Hulliers, Marshal of France, is 
dead. 

London, June 6. — News from Constan- 
tinople continues reassuring. The ap- 
pointment of Safaet Pashaas Grand Vizier 
•nd the suspension of Muhamoud Pasha 
in the War Ministry, are particularly 
favorable signs for the acceptance of tbe 
invitation to attend the conference. In 
consequence of Layard's representations 
an order banishing the editor of the Le- 
vant Herald haB been revoked. 
. Tho pressure applied by the Russians 
for the surrender of the fortresses excites 
no apprehension, because their eurrender 
is considered equally with tho Russian 
withdrawal purely a matter of arrange- 
ment, neither being stipulated for at any 
definite time iu the treaty of San Stefano, 
and the latter not being regarded as oper- 
ative until submitted to the Congress. 

St. Petersburg, June 6. — The aotual 
work of the Congress will fall upon Count 
Sohouvaloff even if Prince Gortachakoff 
goes to Berlin, as the latter is inoapable of 
prolonged mental exertion. 

Vienna, June 6.— Time was when such 
a meeting as tho coming Congress would 
bave beon preceded by a private com- 
munion of Prince Gortsohakoff and Count 
AndrasBy with Prince Bismarok, but the 
faets that Count Andrassy does not leave 
Vienna until tho 11th inst., and that an 
order has boon issuod to mobilize 100,- 
000 Austrian troops instead of 50,000, 
offer a guarantee th>t the ghost of a triple 
alliance will not trouble the deliberations 
of the Congress. 

Bucharest, June 6.— The exooution of 
Topolo Biars was a cold blooded murder, 
intended to terrorize the Servian people, 
and it succeeded. Tho rioters woro not 
revolutionists, thoy only mado some noisy 
publio demonstrations against the Cabi- 
net's polioy in going to war without sum- 
moning the Skuptsohina. 

Berlin, J une 7. — The National Zeilung, 
tbe organ of tho Liberals, publishes a 
communication from Deputies who re- 
cently voted against tho anti-riocialist law, 
explaining they did so boeauao tbey con- 
sidered Hoodie's attempt on the Emper 
or's life was the isolated act of a miserable 
creature. Dr. Nobeling's systematic ar- 
rangements and his network of communi- 
cations, howevor,they Bay justify extraor- 
dinary measures to save and heal the 
State. The Emperor's appetite is better 
bat his conditionis otherwiKeunebacged. 
Dr. Nobeling's brothers, who are officers 
in the army, arrived here. They were 
reoeived by a high officer in attendance on 
the Emperor. They showed themselves 
anxious to give all information in their 
power. Nobeling has Deeo quite unoon- 
soious sinoa Sunday evening, and con- 
stantly watched. Everything he says is 
recorded. Tho Emperor receives daily 
rttports of Nobejing's conditiou. 

London, June 7.— A colliery explosion 
took plana in the EvanBWood pit colliery 
at Haydook, six miles south of Wigam. 
The number of men in the pit at the time 
is estimated at from 200 to 250. Many 
have beon hrought up badly injured; the 
larger proportion are believed to be 
killed, but it iB impossible to explore the 
mine in consequence of fire damp. 

Beulin, June 7 — The National Gazette, 
the organ of the Liberals, says if the Gov- 
ernment comes before the Reichtag asking 
extraordinary powers to protect tho dy- 
nasty and country, wo aie convinced suoh 
powers will be readily granted by a ma- 
jority of the Reichstag. 

London, June 7.— It is said England 
and Russia have o. mo to preliminary 
agreements with regard to the terms_ of 
the treaty, Count Sohouvaloff is taking 
to St. Petersburg information relative to 
Great Britain's views, which will enable 
Russia to decide about instructions, to give 
her plenpotcntiaries. 

Berlin, June J.— The shot left in tho 
arm of the Emperor includes ono buck- 
shot which on account of its 6ize may have 
to be extracted, while smaller shot wiU bo 
allowed to remain. 

It is untrue that Nobeling has been 
operated on. The Emperor's strength is 
increasing; the swelling of the right arm 
is subsiding and the condition of other 
wounds ia normal. There are no symp.' 
tonjs of fever. The Minister of State ;s 
considering measures for immediate 
adoption in the interest of order and pub- 
lic security, and also what measures shall 
be submitted to tue Federal Council. 

CANADA. 
Quebec, June (j.— Laborers on strike 
here parade the streets and refuse to. al 
law men, to work on street railways or on 
publio works under ono dollar por day. 
Some of the contractors have given away 
to. the demand of tbe meu. 

Ottawa, Junefj. — The.liabilitios of hon. 
Jas. Skead, lumber dealer, are $622,000. 
The principal creditors are tho Merchants 1 
Bank, $203,000; Quebec Bank, $172,000; 
National Bank, $83,000. The. two f;ormer 
are most seoarsd^. 



IDAHO. 

San Francisco, June 7.— A Boise City 
dispatch sayB five men scouting up Bruena 
Valley (.found all the settlers gathered at 
Bobinson's Eancho, and fortified. The 
Valley had been raided by Indians who 
took away all tho stook. On Sunday tho 
settlers saw Indians numbering about 200 
and driving 650 horses - , making all speed 
up the Valioy towards the upper waters of 
tbe Owyhee river in the vicinity of Battle 
Mountain. Col. Bernard with 60 cavalry 
is in pursuit. Information has been re- 
ceived that the Bannooks murdered ono 
white man and two Piute Indians near 
Big Springs, on Elko stage road. The 
bodies of throe white men were found 
fe w miles below Gunn's Ferry on Snako 
Biver, two of whom— John Bancom aud 
Robert Ferguson— wore of Rook Creek 
Station. 

Tho Exchange says: It affords us plea- 
sure to Btate that the basis of compromise 
has beon agreed upon between the leading 
magnates of Comstook representing all tho 
prominent mining oompanies, and Adolph 
Sutro, tho leading representative of the 
Sutro Tunnel Co. The terms of com- 
Dromiso have not yet transpired, but 
enongh is known to warrant the statement 
that the compromise will havo a favorable 
effect on Comstook stocks.

WEST INDIES. 
Havana, June 8— The war in the island 
of Cuba is finished. Tho insurrection is 
entirely ended. 

EUROPE. 
London, May 8— At Manchester to day 
tho opinion prevailed that the ootton 
strike would be terminated by the end of 
next week. 

The explosion in tbe oil pit at Haydock 
to day shook the earth for miles around. 
The first explorer descended tho shaft 
five minutes after the explosion aud others 
followed. Ten men wore resoued alive 
and sent to the surface. One died almost 
immediately and the others suffered much 
from after damp. Eight other men are 
alive and have token refuge in a working 
of the mine. The 232 are dead. Explorers 
state they found bodies decapitated and 
reduced to shapless masses and some 
blown to pieces. It is expeoted the 
corpses will be brought up by midnight. 
The cause of the explosion is unknown. 

Berlin, June 8 — Nobeling again at- 
tempted suicide, but was preventod by 
the guard. 

Belgrade, June 8— The Servians con- 
tinue with energy their military prepara- 
tions while making efforts to obtain ad- 
mission to the Congress. 

London, Juno 8 — Goneral grief prevails, 
nearly every family in the village of 
Haydock, having suffered tho loss of one 
or more of its members. 

Berltn, June 8— The physicians at- 
tending the Emperor are anxious to have 
him removed from Berlin. Tho military 
authorities are adopting extensivo precau- 
tionary measures and the customary 
Whitsuntido furloughs have not been 
granted.

What the Phonograph Can Really do. 

But all other curiosities are com- 
mon-plaoe oompared with the phono- 
graph. There is one now on exhib- 
ition at Horticultural Hall. Wonder- 
ful as it is, it is far more interesting 
to bear about it than to hear the thing 
itself, for its voice is intensely dis- 
agreeble. The exhibitor shouts into the 
instrument, as if it were very deaf, and 
when he turns the crank the phono- 
graph repeats his words in distress- 
ingly asthmatic tones, and not at all 
clearly. It also repeated a tune play- 
ed on a cornet, but there was no music 
in the repetition, and the quality of 
the souDd was poor. Probably the 
instrument may bo improved, and pos- 
sibly its voice may be made pleasant, 
but it is an unpleasant curiosity, and 
the time seems far distant when it can 
be used as a reader or singer in priv- 
ate houses or even to record the In- 
dian languages and dialects which are 
dying out, and which students of lang 
uages would- like to have accurately 
recorded for future use. To be useful 
for such purposes the phonograph 
must be made to hear better; the voice 
in which it is addressed is now un- 
natural and its repetitions more un- 
natural still, reminding ono of the 
speech of the deaf and dumb.— "Bos- 
ton Letter." 

A Pig-Faced Lady. 

A New York doctor has a daughter who 
is now 22 years old — a perfectly-formed 
woman, with the exception of her head, 
which is that of a pig's. Her mother died 
in giving her birth. She speaks a half 
dozen languages perfectly. She is thor 
oughly educated.
